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CHAPTER 30. 
AN ACT to amend the title and section 1 of chapter 484 of the 

private and local laws of Wisconsin for the year 1871. entitled 
"an act to incorporate the Scandinavian Brother Associa-
tion." 

The people of the state of Wieccnsin, represented in senate 
and assembly, do enact as follows: 
SECTION 1. The title and section 1 of chapter 434 

of the private and local laws of Wisconsin for the year 
A. D. 1871 is amended as follows : Strike out the 
word "Scandinavian" whenever it occurs in said title 
and section 1, and insert in the place thereof the word 
"Danish "; so that the title shall be and read as follows : 
"An act to incorporate the Danish Brother As ,ocia-
tion." And section 1 shall be and read as follows:

Christofferson, Rasmus 
Sonnen, L. Inrsen, J. Christianson, J. Peterson, C. Pe-
terson, J. Peterson, Peter Zuesen, D. Jepperson. Lirs 
Oleson, Niels Anderson, Wilhelm Christiansen, H. Jer-
gensen, N. Klover, and their associates and successors, 
be and are hereby constituted a body corporate by the 
name of the "Danish Brother Association," for the 
purpose of affording help and relief to their members, 
and of contributing to the expense of burying their 
dead, and for doing other benevolent acts, amid also 
for holding meetings for social and instructive purpo-
ses.
